itself. 

Therefore we must be very 
cautious about statements to the 
effect that ‘the old primeval iastincts 
have come to the surface It is a 
religious war. aggravated by the 
massive Catholic unemployment 
figures in Derry, and by the bad 
housing amditions in the Bogside.’ 
This statement comes from Mr. 
Eanion McCann, a ®*^il rights 
•leader’. Ihe second half of the 
statement seems to me to make 
more sense. ‘Primeval instincte* be¬ 
long to the realm of the unverifiable. 


Rebellion ? 




IS DIFFICULT to make out 
from the newspaper accounts 
what IS really happ^mg in Deny. 
.•Xlthough there are lurid accounts 
of the rioters attempting to burn Xht 
police alive wi^ petrol there is 
Iittk attempt to provide any real 
anal\^ of the situation, apan from 
the usual cry of 'teenage hooligans’ 
and 'religious war'. The Deny 
Citizeos" Action Committee has 
^uted that the rioting has nothing 
to do with civil rights* and has even 
gk>ne so far as to praise the 'restraint' 
^ the Royal Ulster Constabulary. 
At least accordi^ to a statement 
printed in The Times*. 

Miss Benudette Devlin is reported 
- to have described the trouble as 
'started by 'kids and drink'. But 
Nhe then went on to say, Tt is not as 
cas> as that because if only kids 
were involved, it would have been 
in a few minutes. It became a 


reaction against 40 years of oppres¬ 
sion, and they were looting ^ops 
for clothes they could not altoid to 
buy.* 

Guessing at what is going on, I 
would be inclined to consider the 
latter statement as most probably 
true. It is easy to become self- 
righteous about such violence as 
this, to talk about ‘youths' and 
'hooliganism', and ignore the griev¬ 
ances that produced it. Such out¬ 
bursts have little to do with new- 
violence and orderly protest in a 
sense, but they are what happens 
when the orderly protests are 
ignored or skleirackcd. 

It would probably suit the auth¬ 
orities to have a religious war. The 
Protestant and Catholic poor will 
then be divided. If they cannot sup¬ 
press violence altogether those xn 
power would probably prefer Pro¬ 
testant and Catholic to battle it out

riWE FIGHT for the homeku in Ilford 
^ reached a peak oa Tuesday evening. 
July 15. The squatten' demonstxauon 
b r o ugh t together the best of the activists. 
The size of the march to the Town Hall 
was by Grosvenor Square stan¬ 

dards. but was to be expected. None 
of dK weil-known organizalioas are sup¬ 
porting the squatters' mos'cmeot offirially, 
but the best of the rank and fik did 
show up. despite carping criticisms by 
sods n e w spa pers as the *Sodalist Worker. 
This newspaper is doing its best to brt^ 
tfe squatters' mosenieot by such iO- 
fouBtded accusatiofis that ‘it no work¬ 
ing class support*. As it happened, there 
was solid working class support for the 
squMczs from Keflog's construction firm 
from Ford workecs. from the AEF, and. 
of ooune, the five families that marched 
with m. They are also working class un¬ 
less such a term should only be asailabie 
to ‘successful worken* who ace not on 


Perhaps readers should want a graphic 
descripetoa of what happened on the 
march, and inside and outside the 
Council chamber. It is now 4 ajn. and 
I know that the newspaper presses are 
already churning out reporters' 'ver¬ 
sion* of what happened. By the time this 
appears in your hands, the saga of man 
on the moon wifl have knocked sideways 
the data of bomd em mao to squat in an 


Suffice it to say that Lord Mayor Natzler 
of Redbridge tried to find some pretext 
to dear us from the public gallery from 
the nsnmfiif he walk^ in. After more 
chan two hoars of delaying tactics, of 
talking abom Iwwluig greens* and other 
pressing Cotmcil matlen. the housing 
issue was finally bro ugh t up. The Lord 
Mayor first gave what sounded Kke an 
impaxtiai account of the squatters' cam¬ 
paign. Then he wfaif^ied out a petition 
supposedly signed by 200 rcsideoU of

Ilford opposing the squatten. 

A squatter stood up and reminded the 
Lord Mayor that some 7,000 residents of 
Ilford had signed a petition supporting 
the squatters’. The Lord Mayor promptly 
adjourned the meeting, claiming the re¬ 
mark was disruptive. A few men and 
women were brave enough to break 
through to the Council side of the 
chamber and seize the microphones to 
open the meeting to the public. Police 
swooped down. After a terrific fight, 
comrades were bundled into Black 
Marias in the Council car park; friends 
and comrades sat and fought in front of 
the vans: when one was yanked up two 
others took his place. Only when police 
reinforcements arrived, could the police 
gain ground inch by inch. 

Fourteen people were arrested. We later 
got them out on bail and they have re¬ 
turned to the house at 6 Woodlands 
Road. When their cases come up. there 
will be 00 false defence. In this battle 
for the homeless no quarter is given and 
DO quarter is asked. If anything, the 
police were playing down the charges, 
possibly not to involve the couadllon, 
but they may well be subpoenaed. 

We have now been in occupation at 
Treelands', 6 Woodlands Road (now 
without water) for three weeks. We have 
fought off the bailiffs and were not afraid 
Co fight the police. We have also shown 
the councillors a foretaste of the anger 
of the homeless on the march. All the 
time we have been occupying houses and 
repairing them. This weekend, we intend 
to take more positive action. 

We would like more help from com¬ 
rades who can come to Ilford and who 
are not involved in something more 
importaot But of course if you are in 
Fulhaixi, Derry, Manchester, or Brighton 
—unfortunately we cannot Ire everywhere 
at once.

There can be no doubt about the 
reality of unemployment and dis¬ 
crimination- ... 

The anarchist posiuon is clear. 
We are opposed to aU movements 
which seek to divide human beings 
according to religion or race. We 
believe this is simply playing into 
the hands of the rulers of the world, 
who do all they can to 1^ their 
peoples divided. We believe that 
Protestant and Catholic poor have a 
common interest in ending the 
system which oppresses them both.

Hiose responsible for this 
upheaval arc the powerful and 
wealthy, who exploit the ordinary 
people of N. Ireland. To j>eople 
who are reduced to a condition of 
almost total subjugation the riot 
may seem to be (a^ may indeed be) 
,the only .way of resistance left. There 
is no "ne^ to postulate some 
mysterious instinctual drive.

N ews coverage of the North 

being what it b, many comrades, 
etpedally those in the South might not 
have heard that the landlord of a Leeds 
pub last week refused to serve coloured 
people in one of the bars (the one with 
the carpet in). Such outright discrimina¬ 
tion is rare—usually it’s ‘I’m very sorry 
but the job's been fiUed/the flat's been 
taken/you're not wearing tic*. 

Comrades might be interested to hear 
how this colour bar was fought against. 
On Monday, June 30, about 20 people, 
black and white, gathered together at 
short notice and entered the 'smart* 
Elizabethan (sic) Bar. As the first blacks 
went in the landlord's hired hoods stood 
up looking hard. When the rest of us 
came in they sat down again looking 
sheepish- Then we stood shoulder to 
shoulder along the bar nearly blocking 
it off completely. 

A coloured guy asked for a drink: the 
woman behind the bar said 'Would you 
.mind going to another bar please'. That 
was it, a few words, rather nervous and 
very polite, that made the difference 
between seeing a black man as another 
human being and seeing him as some 
kind of inferior animal. They wouldn’t 
serve anybody from our lot so we stayed 
there with our tongxres hanging out. 



T he enthusiasts for tedat^ogical- 

progress-at-no-mattcr-what-costs were 
accustomed to say a few years ago that 
eventually mankind will learn to live 
with the dangers of nuclear power and 
not worry about it This adaptation to 
'reality* would be a sign of 'maturity*, 
etc., as opposed to the *h>steria’ of those 
who objected to living with the constant 
threat of extinction hanging over their 
heads. Unpleasant though it is to have 
to agree with men who are potential 
mass-murdcreis, it does look as though 
they may be right Nowadays one rarely 
bears anything about The Bomb'. The 
struggles of the students, the Negroes and 
the Third World’ have pushed it into 
the background. Yet in fact while stu¬ 
dents and police dash like medieval 
armies, while Negroes snipe from the 
roofs of ghetto tenements, while guerillas 
in Asia and South America creep through 
the jungles, they are all, as well as 
their opponents, and the writer of these 
lines, and you, dear reader, being slowly 
poisoned. 

According to studies made by Dr. 
Ernest I. Stemglass. Professor in the 
Department of Radiology at the Uoiver- 
aity of Pittsburgh* all hopes of recovery 
after a nuclear war of any size are 'utterly 
and completely meaningless*. After a 
single, massive, first strike, all hunum 
life on this planet would probably be 
extinguished within a generation. The 
atomic weapons which the United States 
and Russia have been developing are 
completely suicidal.' Anti-ballistic mis¬ 
sile systems and deep shelters would all 
be quite useless. 

But Professor Stemglass goes further. 
He believes that the peaceful use of 
atomic energy, such as the projects to 
excavate har^urs and a new Panama 
Canal by atom blast, will seriously 
diminish the survival rate for the next 
generation in those areas where this 
technique is used, and in all other parts 
of the world affected by the fallout. 

Dr. Stemglass began his researches by 
studying what happened to the inhabitants 
of two towns in upper New York State 
after a fallout cloud from one of the 
1953 Nevada tests had ‘rained down* 
upon them. It had already been recorded 
that five years afterwards there had been 
a marked rise in leukemia cases in these 
towns. 

Many of these cases oocuned in 
children who were not bora untH three 
or four years after the fallout 'I found 
there was not only an increase in leu¬ 
kemia, but in foetal and infant deaths 
generally, as long as five years after the 
incident . . , Then I discovered that this 
was not only true in the one neighbour¬ 
hood, but across the United States. We 
found that five years after the first New 
Mexico test in 1945 fiwre was a narrow 
band of states—Texas, Arkansas, Loui¬ 
siana. Missi^ippi, South Carolina and 
North Carolina—in a direct path tinder 
the fallout cloud where the iefant mot- 
tality rate had shot up by as much as 


40% to 50%. A ftur yews Irtr, afire are 
Pacific tests began, the same thing hap¬ 
pened in the Western states. __ 

Extraordinary though it may t rera- 
this loss of life had never been t h o Ri gh t 
of as caused by fallout. The babies died 
of what appeared to be 'natural causes', 
including the usual infant diseases. There 
babies were just lass rwilient than aoc^ 
mal. and th^ tended to be smaDre ia 
size. 

Indeed this ‘small baby syndrome* baa 
been noted throughoot the Uaicad SMsa, 
and has puzzled the docton. Stare bf 
state. Dr. Sten\gla» discowared aa in¬ 
crease in the infant death rate, averagins 
25% to 30^, above the normally ex¬ 
pected figure, four or five years after the 
fallout had settled. He hat ooore to be¬ 
lieve that minute doses of radiation, so 
small that they have previously bean 
considered harmless, do in fact affect the 
reproductive cells, causing abnormalities 
in the offspring yean afterwards. 

Dr. Stemglass gathered infant mortality 
figuras from every part of the United 
States and fed them into a computer at 
the University of Pittshurgb- The com¬ 
puter was programmed to calculate the 
relationship between these figures and the 
8ta(e-by-state incidence of strontium 90 
in milk. 'In every area we found a per^ 
feet correlation year by year, as the levels 
of radiation rose and fell.' The rise ill 
the deaths of foetuses and beNes uoder 
one year of age has been calculated to 
account for 1% more infant deaths than 
would otherwire have been expected, and 
this 1% continues to persist* although 
atmospheric tests were halted in 1963. 
Dr. Steraglass believes that it will do ao 
for a generation, since strontium 90 
remains active for up to years. 

(^e of the proud boasts of ntodera 
wttoty is that it has reduced infant mor^ 
tality. This has created a population 
problem, but it is an achievement not to 
be sneered at. and a quite x'alid rejoinder 
to those who would lu\*c us return to the 
world of peasants and handtcraftsoieQ, 
where parenu might have large families, 
but expected as a matter of oouxse to 
bury half of them. 

Since we are told that ‘nudear power 
is here to sUy, you can't stop progress', 
etc., we are to assume, I suppose, that 
increasing infant mortality also is here 
to ^y, and perhaps eventually near- 
medieval conditions will return. Who 
now says that jrou cannot turn prx>gress 
back on its tracks? Here it has been 
done. 

For it is not simply a qxiestko of wm* 
Peaceful nuclear explosions are just as 
dangerous. The modem mlitrert wig no 
doubt reply that it is all part of the 
capitalist system, and of course he b 
right. But the capitalist is just as much 
exposed as tbe poorest Indian peasanL 
There seems to be a kind of mass 
amnesia regarding the whole problem. 
A few years ago it was a ifmjor irrm. 
now it is almost fotgotteo,

TberMftw things became rather con¬ 
fused. I think Paul Hoch (whoever he 
may be) was speaking when six or seven 
young women, proclaiming women's 
ri^ts, took over the meeting and the 
iiucropbonc« Instint' ptndenoniun 
broke 5 «tt . . . loud cries of 'get ’em 
off and 'show us your tits’ from the

fheir sutementt/argumeau were largaly 
inaudible to me. Now, admittedly they 
were speaking to the wrong audience 
v^hapa they weren’t) and one or two 
Of them did tend to nag, but I wu 
wnwed at how they were treated by the 
mob. They were shouted down, heckled, 
nbusod and sworn at unceasingly and 
mutually retaliated by the lamc meani. 
One bloka in front of mo, who later 
spoke with great passion about the 
squatters’ case, was so enraged he 
bellowed, ‘Why don’t you shut up, you 
fucking whore' at a girl who was rogking 
a modest statement about her rtfusal 
to be regarded as a 'sexual object’. ^ 

At some time during or befora the 
Uke-over Jack Dash made a -brief 
appearance and attempted to answer 
some questions. He too was ronndly 
abused, and eventually, with surprising 
good humour, decided there wu nothing 
doing and left 

Meanwhile the 'names’ were left in 
isolation on tha platform and were 
visibly feeling left out Then DRAMA I 
... enter revolutionary student declaring, 
‘get off your anes, you cunts, the revolu¬ 
tion is ouuide’. Loud ales of Tuck 
off* and 'Down with the fuzz’, and red- 
faced confusion and bad temper all 
round. U transpired then, that THEY’ 
were stopping people from geiu'ng in and 
that ‘WE’ should get out there and 
start the revolution by letting the people 
in. By this time all my latent liberal/ 
bourgeois/cowardly instincts had come 
well to the fore and we stayed where we 
were. Meanwhile, with revealing oppor^ 
tunisffl, Trocchi and X had stealthily 
seized the floor again and by the dmo the 
revolution had been achieved the suf¬ 
fragettes bad gone and the ‘names’ were 
in charge. V 

'This time,’ wo thought, ‘we’re going 
to hear what it’s all about’ But no! 
First. Trocchi bumbling on with boring 


autobiognphy, telling us bow he loved 
America but wun’t allowed in and if 
only Mailer had been Mayor of New 
York bow he’d have gone back to¬ 
morrow ... it became obvious that he’d 
nothing to say. Then X again (or perhaps 
he came firstwu very confusing), 
even more boring than Trocchi. Eadieas 
bragging, plugs for to b^k. name- 
dropping, anecdotee which, if they had 
a point, were pointless to me. Eventually 
as the mob became more rasUets be 
deigned to answer a few questions, 
except that he didn’t answer them. X 
revealed himself as a (rue politician, 
evasive, shifty, egoUsUc (every time he 
uid ‘we’, I had the strong feeling he 
meant ’me*). He repeatedly anrewred a 
serious question with a wMk joke and 
at first a sym^thctic audience la him 
get away with it. 

But, u the ‘diacusnon’ dribbled on, 
it became more and more apparent that 
there was to be no dialogue, only mono¬ 
logue and repeated attempts lo open up 
the discussion wore put down by X. 
Eventually, and perhaps rudely, I told 
X he was a bore and his response was 
typical of .nolitidans ever^here. A 
bullying remark about coming out and 
doing better and some wild talk about 


punching me in the mouth . . . (here is 
no more damaging ranarli you eaa 
make to a poliiiciaii thao to leO him 
he's a bore. 

Throughout the bore’s crose-ialk acl a 
student who looked a bit like Jeff Nitoail 
with sboukkr-leaflb bah aod aa 
Amarican student with a moustache aod 
pale blue jumpa (I wish 1 knew tbcsr 
ruunas) repoal^y and politely nude 
sensible arid dviUred suggestions about 
opening up THE DISCUSSION and 
eventually, again with a timely iota- 
vention from Duane, some floor epeakers 
got a look in. A proposal was pto 
forward tlut, even (bough be was absent, 
some of Laingt ideas should be dis¬ 
cussed and it became immediately 
obvious (hat a great nuny people, my¬ 
self included, had coroe spedfically lo 
bear Laing. At this point X doaded he 
had to go and Trocchi, looking deadodly 
hurt, left as well There was an attenafa 
to initiate a ditcussion. Duane rwde a 
familiar stateinent about Risuighill and 
the nature of ‘liberal’ education, (here 
was some talk about the aqiutters and

Public 
Council meetings are held at very 
rare intervals, I asked a local 
government clerk who run the place 
between meetings* ‘Wo do,* she said. 
Due to holidays, etcetera, the next 
Coundl meeting was due in October 
so it was imperative that our local 
petition should be in at the July meet¬ 
ing of the CoundL 

Hammersmith Coundl was elected on 
39.6 of the voles of the electorate, 
in Sandford Ward the Conservatives got 
3,744 votM and the Labour and Com* 
munist candidates 3,622, so it was by 
no means a runaway Conservative 
victory in terms of votes. Immediately 
they were elected one of the first items 
discussed was the provision of new 
robes for all the coundllors. Common- 
sense must have prevailed for last week 
only the Mayor watin full regalia. 

The petition was asking the Coundl 
to cease selling Coundl properties in the 
Moore Park Road area and to let them 
at reasonable rents to homeless families 
and thus prevent the dotorioration of 
the area. The petition was signed by 
about 140 people from about eight roads 
in the area, which is reasonable, con¬ 
sidering that a large proportion of the 
houses are empty, except for some 
owner-occupiers and some Coundl 
tenants—many of whom^have been given 
notice to quit 

When we arrived two 'squatters' had 
already been evicted for interrupting 
the meeting. Mrs. Joan Foster, our tenant 
and two of our group bad been 
threatened but had rehised to leave the 


meeting. The arrangemant was for avary* 
one to go in and seal ihemselvai 
separately and intercede separately so 
that each eviction, if eviction there was 
to be, should ooosune the maxlrmim 
of tuna. 

On arrivliit in Iha galtvy, it was dis* 
covered not to be the right one. How¬ 
ever, proccedinp were starting down 
below for a female voice could 1^ heard 
addressing the Coundl. There was a 
storm of protest from the coundllon 
and aldermen and the Mayor said, 
'What are you doing bera? 1 must uk 
you to leave, madam.* It was one of 
our comrada, who, seeing the chamber 
door open, had slipped in and addressed 
the meeting on their responsibility to 
the dtizens in the matter of housing. She 
left when requested to do so but wu 
not allowed to enter the public galleries. 

The meeting flowed on iu automatic 
svay, nhe party of the minority*, u the 
Labour coundllors now descriM them¬ 
selves, made several points about the 
injunction to restrain the ex-councillor 
from indting people to squat; about the 
forthcoming eviction of a tenant; about 
the use of a large empty house u a 
children's home—instead of selling it; 
all periphery to the business of Mrs. 
Joan Foster and the Moore Park Road 
area. But with their assured majority 
the Coundl steam-rollered on.

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SIGNALMEN ON LONDON'S 
^ Underground and British Rail¬ 
ways have given their employers and 
union leaders a hard time in ilie 
past two weeks. The strike action 
they took caused wklespncad can¬ 
cellations and delays of services 
making it very didicult and frustrat¬ 
ing for passengers. No doubt the 
signalmen have been called a few 
choice names by the public. 

In fact, these men have been 
very patient, for they feel that not 
only have they fallen behind in their 
earnings compared with other rail- 
waymen, but also they arc among 
the 40% of railwaymen who cannot 
earn bonus. They are angry that 
they did not get much froni the pro¬ 
ductivity agreement negotiated last 
year and fear a bad deal from 
lurther negotiations. At the moment 
talks are in progress about the fur¬ 
ther introduction of automated 
signal boxes and redundancies, or 
*natural wastage', as it is now called, 
will form part of this deal. 

The signalmen on the Under¬ 
ground only came out for one day 
on Thursday. July 3. They were 
claiming 30/- per week increase in 
place of Ac offer from London 
Trairsport of 23/-. This offer was 
subsequently increased to 27/- and 
the tube men decided to call off 
another Arcatenod oncKlay strike 
and to accept Ais increased offer. 

The action by British Railways 
signalmen was a' Arcc-day stoppage 
on Ac Eastern Region, which soon 
spread to Yorkshire. While Aese 
men haw returned to work, but

This is a typical reaction from a 
union bureaucrat who just would 
not understand that these signalmen 
are fed up with being led up the 
same o|d garden pa A on producti¬ 
vity deals and agreements being 
made in which they are not con¬ 
sulted and have no say. They are 
just expected to take is nego¬ 
tiated for Aem by a bunch of 
officials who are collaborating in Ae 
axing of railwaymcn’s jobs. 

£5,000 A YEAR 

Mr. Greene, Ac General Secre¬ 
tary of Ae NUR. has had Ac 
audacity to order the men back to 
work after himself receiving a nice 
fat increase of £1.294 to bring his 
salary up to £5,000 per year. OAer 
officials have received similar in- 
cruses. At Ae NUR conference he 
said. The signalmen should not give 
the public and our opponents the 
oppoitunity to say they arc irre¬ 
sponsible. At the moment Acy arc 
not doing Ac image of this union 
My good by walking out of signal 
boxes and leaving people stranded 
on the main line. It was never like 
that once upon a time. Our record 
of service to Ae public is second to 
none.’ 

While one would agree about Ac 
service to Ae public, it is because 
Ae signalmen have bun patient and 
left it all to Ae officials that Aey 
are in Aeir present position. The 
decline in Ae service has led to a 
decline in Ac power of Ae railway¬ 
man in general. This need not have 
been so if Ae cut-back in services 
had bun fought from the start in¬ 
stead of accepting redundancies and 
natural wastage in return for a few 
shillings.

*1 think the whole thing deploialw, 
white Mr. Lcn Leal BR member for 
industrial relations, came out with Thu 
reprehensible leaving of the boxes by 
the signalmen, whidi hw nevec/bcen 
heard of before on the railways, is some¬ 
thing neither we nor the unions can 
countenance.' These comments also 
Illustrate the cloae relationship and colla¬ 
boration that exisu betwsOT supposed 
opponents. There it an attitude of hurl 
paternalism on the part of both the 
union and BR, which also threatens or 
insinuates disciplinary action. 

This joint reaction shows just how 
much they fear what is really a small 
section of railwaymen. Their authority 
has been challenged by the tignalmeo's 
strike action. 1 think Sid Greene rtcog- 
nised this when he said 'What can the 
TUC do? You cannot have pockets of 
people thinking they should negotiate 
agreements separately for themselves. If 
everyone did that we would have a state 
of anarchy.* However ‘pockets of 
people' in other industries do just this 
and while the railways may be different, 
obviously the signalmen are realising 
that action is necessary to win demands. 
This action is a step towards anarchy in 
that in this form it is taken with the 
rank and file in full control and with 
them deciding upon the tactics. This is 
the situation of which both Sid Greene 
and BR are afraid.

POSTAL ENGINEERS 
PICK BASTILLE DAY

O NE HAS OFTEN heard of *5Cl^oolboy 
howlers', it appears that the Post 
Office has d^ided to enter the competi¬ 
tion. Making comment on (he Post 
Office Engineers wage demand of 10%, 
the Post Office claimed that the estimated 
cost of its 5% offer would absorb all the 
£9.3ro. savings which would accrue from 
new and existing productivity, leaving 
BO savings to (be public. 

Question: When have the public bene-' 
fited from Post Office savings? All the 
public ever exjperiences is increasing 
charges for post^ services. Possibly the 
Post Office is preparing the public for 
future increases in charges, then placing 
the blame on the increased wages having 
to be paid to their engineen. 

A strike by Post Office Engineers is 
unprecedented in all their history, like 
the Postal Telegraphists a couple of 
months ago they art fed up with being 
left behind in the wages rat race. Part 


of (heir argument for a 10% increase is 
based on comparability. 

We often hear the argument that if 
you require the right men for the job 
you must pay them the right money. 
Trade unions use it when they want to 
increase (he wages of their full-time offi¬ 
cials, Sidney Green step forward. Direc¬ 
tors of the national!^ industries are 
always making comparisons between 
themselves and directors of private in¬ 
dustry. It must follow that Pos^ Office 
Engineers be allowed to use the same 
argument 

The stoppage on Monday, July 14, is 
token in every sense of the word, a stop¬ 
page would need to last 4 or 5 days at 
least to have any real effect Whilst one 
could classify this stoppage as a blooding 
of the uninitiated it could also be a 
method of disillusionment.

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Police Violence 
at Teachers’ Demo 


F VE thousand TEACHERS at the 
Inner London Tcachen* Assocutioo 
(NUT) and the Associatioa of Teacfaen 
in Te^nical lastitutions—one io three 
of m the uacben in Inner London— 
warn on strike for a J-day test Wednes¬ 
day; July 9. They marched to GLC. 
Cottnty Hal]« Westminster, to pros their 
dabn for an hrterim pay award. Tcachen 
demand a pay scale ranging from fIjOOB- 
£2j000 per year, rittni in lea annual in* 
dements of £100. 

The last salary award that tcachen 
received was the first since the war. that 
dM not make good the Ion is real value 
of utery due to the risiaf cost of living, 
la other words it represented a drop in 
4e real value of teachers* salaries. Many 
teachen pressed for a rejection of this 
pay award at the time as totally io- 

ad^uate. . . , „ 

The demo provided an unlooked-for 

bonus in that once again the fuzz proved 
Iheir bungling stupidity to be one of the 
greatest assett that the revoIuUooary 
movemenu in this country po«w. By 
their unprovoked viotence llw fuzz pos¬ 
sibly created more authority-despising 
mtliuou in one hour Ihsn anarchtsu 
might make in far longer This, out of 
some icachcri that hitherto not only 
agreed with the authorily-systein, but 
actively perpetuate it (many of them) in 
the classroom.
